Annual  Report 

for  the  year  ended  December,  1948, 
on  Public  Health  Matters  in  the 
Mere  and  Tisbury  Rural  District 


General  Description  of  the  District. 

This  district  is  mainly  an  agricultural  one  lying  in  the 
south-west  of  Wiltshire,  and  comprises,  as  well  as  good 
farm  land,  large  areas  of  downland  with  few  and  scattered 
houses.  The  population,  some  11.480,  are  for  the  most 
part  engaged  in  agriculture  or  in  trades  related  thereto. 
There  are  no  large  scale  factories  or  works  in  the  district. 
Besides  the  numerous  villages  there  are  two  small  towns, 
one  in  each  district,  viz.,  Mere  and  Tisbury.  These  two 
towns  have  piped  water  supply  and  water  carriage  sewer¬ 
age  schemes,  and  other  modern  amenities.  While  a 
scheme  for  a  piped  water  supply  for  the  district  is  now  in 
progress,  from  a  revenue  stand-point  the  sewering  of  large 
tracts  of  waste  or  semi-waste  ground  is  a  different  matter. 
However,  it  may  be  possible  by  satisfactory  grouping  of 
adjacent  villages  to  serve  at  least  some  additional  villages, 
but  for  this  to  materialize  a  substantial  grant  would  be 
necessary.

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  tables  that  the  death 
rate  was  at  its  usual  level,  that  there  was  no  unusual  or 
excessive  cause  of  death  during  the  year,  that  the  deaths 
from  the  separate  causes  conformed  very  closely  to  the 
figures  for  last  year,  that  there  were  no  deaths  from  the 
usual  notifiable  infectious  diseases  or  from  childbirth  or 
causes  connected  therewith.  It  will  also  be  noted  that 
the  greater  number  of  deaths  were  from  diseases  associated 
with  elderly  age  groups.  A  table  is  given  below  to  allow 
of  some  comparison  with  other  districts,  but  it  should  be 
borne  in  mind  that  the  populations,  for  various  reasons, 
e.g.  age  and  sex  distribution,  are  not  quite  strictly  com¬ 
parable, 
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Public  Health  Staff. 

The  Medical  Officer  is  also  Medical  Officer  for  the 
neighbouring  Rural  District  of  Salisbury  and  Wilton  as 
well  as  for  Wilton  Borough. 

H  is  qualifications  are  Batchelor  of  Science  (Honours 
Degree)  St.  Andrews  :  Batchelor  of  Medicine  and  Surgery: 
Diploma  of  Public  Health  of  the  Royal  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons,  England:  Certificates  of  Trop¬ 
ical  Medicine  and  Tropical  Hygeine  (London)  :  etc. 

The  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  is  Major  T.  A.  Brown, 
a.r.s.i.  The  Inspector  holds  the  appointments,  inter  alia, 
of  Sanitary  Inspector,  Sewerage  Works  Manager,  Petrol¬ 
eum  Officer,  and  certain  other  duties.  Clerical  assistance 
is  provided. 


Details  of,  and  Changes  in,  Public  Health 
Administration  in  the  District . 

General  Cases. 

The  district  is  still  covered  by  Salisbury  Infirmary 
which  hospital  is,  however,  now  one  of  a  group  under  the 
Central  Board  with  headquarters  in  Salisbury.  The  hos¬ 
pital  is  of  course  now  a  State  one. 


Infectious  Cases . 

This  hospital  is  no  longer  run  by  the  Joint  Isolation 
Hospital  Committee  but  has  become  one  of  the  group  of 
hospitals  run  by  the  State  through  the  local  joint  Hospital 
Committee.  The  several  districts  which  formerly  contrib¬ 
uted  towards  its  upkeep  no  longer  do  so,  finance  being 
found  by  the  State, 

Ambulance  Service — General  Ambulance. 

The  district  formerly  contracted  with  the  St.  John 
Ambulance  Association  for  the  removal  to  hospital  of  sick 
persons  by  car  or  ambulance  While  the  organisation 
then  existing  is  more  or  less  the  same,  the  service  is  now 
under  the  direction  of  the  County  Council. 
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Laboratory  Facilities , 

Examination  of  water  samples  and  swabs,  etc.,  is  still 
carried  out  at  the  Pathological  Laboratory  in  Salisbury 
Infirmary,  but  sampling  for  the  prevention  of  disease  is 
now  carried  out  free  of  cost  by  the  Rural  District  Council. 
The  service  is  very  satisfactory. 

Core  of  Aged . 

The  National  Assistance  Act,  1 8,  lays  responsibility 
for  provision  of  institutional  care  for  the  aged  on  the 
County  Council.  So  far  the  accommodation  offered  in 
Salisbury  for  the  Southern  Area  leaves  much  to  be  desired 
but  will,  no  doubt,  be  more  satisfactory  as,  and  when,  the 
proposed  alterations  at  'bower  House  have  been  carried 
out.  The  accommodation  at  present  offered  is  on  the 
dormitory  system  and  involves  climbing  of  stairs,  etc., 
which  lays  too  great  a  strain  on  the  older  and  feebler 
inmates.  Accommodation  at  present  is  strictly  limited. 

Removal  to  Institution  of  Aged  and  feeble  in  need  of  care. 

1  hat  section  of  the  above  mentioned  Act  making  pro¬ 
vision  for  the  compulsory  removal  of  feeble  and  aged 
people  for  various  reasons  to  an  institution  is  naturally  a 
worrying  one, and  the  proceedure  complicated  and  lengthy. 
So  far  we  have  fortunately  been  able  to  proceed  bv 
voluntary  methods.  The  'duty  of  Certification  of  the 
necessity  of  such  removal  lies  with  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  of  the  district  concerned. 

Burial  of  the  Dead . 

Responsibility  for  the  burial  of  the  dead  in  cases  where 
no  provision  has  been  made  or  can  be  made  by  any  other 
authority  or  person  now  lies  with  the  Sanitary  Authority. 
Several  burials  have  already  taken  place  under  the  Act. 

Notification  of  Infectious  Disease  to  County  Council. 

Copies  of  all  notifications  of  disease  received  must  now 
be  forwarded  to  the  County  Council  within  12  hours  of 
receipt.  In  return  for  this  the  County  Council  pay  a 
notification  fee  which  equals  that  paid  by  the  Rural 
District  Council  to  the  Doctor  concerned,  so  that  in 
effect  the  R.D.C.  no  longer  pay  for  notifications. 
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Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 


Main  Drainage. 


Mere.  The  village  is  sewered  by  6,133  yards  of  sewer 
varying  from  six  inch  to  eight  inch  pipe  forming  the  main 
scheme,  and  1,203  yards  with  a  separate  outfall.  The 
system  is  combined.  The  comprehensive  scheme  for  the 
reconstruction  of  the  sewerage  works,  which  includes  the 
relaying  of  the  sewer  in  Water  Street,  was  forwarded  to 
the  Ministry  in  March  last,  and  observations  on  the  pro¬ 
posals  are  still  awaited.  There  is  no  change  in  the  con¬ 
dition  of  the  works,  and  pollution  of  the  river  continues 
in  a  marked  degree. 

Thirty  new  connections  were  made  during  the  year. 

Tisbury.  The  village  is  sewered  by  3,330  yards  of 
sewer  varying  from  four  inch  to  twelve  inch  pipe.  The 
system  is  partly  separate,  but  only  to  the  extent  that 
certain  highway  sewers  discharge  separately  into  the  river. 

The  comprehensive  scheme  for  the  reconstruction  of 
the  works  is  now  held  up,  pending  an  inquiry  by  an 
Inspector  of  the  Ministry. 

Several  repairs  have  been  carried  out  to  the  sewer  pipes 
during  the  year,  and  five  new  connections  were  made. 

Hindon.  A  length  of  sewer  is  laid  each  side  of  the 
High  Street,  and  the  sewerage  is  treated  in  tanks  and 
by  subsoil  irrigation. 

The  comprehensive  scheme  for  reconstruction  is  held 
up,  pending  an  inquiry  by  an  Inspector  of  the  Ministry. 

East  Knoyle.  The  sewer  with  sewerage  works  has 
become  vested  in  the  Local  Authority,  and  the  works  are 
in  need  of  repair. 

Private  Schemes.  There  are  small  private  schemes 
at  Maiden  Bradley,  Berwick  St.  John  and  Zeals. 
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House  Drainage . 

^  Twenty  septic  tanks  were  constructed  to  private  houses. 
The  septic  tanks  serving  certain  Council  Houses  have 
been  the  cause  of  considerable  trouble,  and  have  had  to 
receive  regular  attention.  In  some  cases,  the  tanks  have 
been  constructed  without  any  adequate  form  of  filtration 
for  the  effluent.  No  statutory  action  was  necessary  to 
have  private  septic  tanks  emptied, 

The  Council  do  not  empty  private  tanks  or  cesspools, 
or  remove  nightsoil,  but  a  private  firm  operates  in  the 
district. 

Public  Cleansing. 

Scavenging.  An  organised  scheme  for  the  collection 
and  disposal  of  refuse  is  in  force  in  the  area  Household 
refuse  is  collected  monthly  from  each  Parish.  The  refuse 
is  deposited  in  the  Council’s  Refuse  Tips  at  Mere, 
Hon  head  St,  Andrew  and  Wardour,  which  are  partly 
controlled. 

1  he  Refuse  Tip  at  Tisbury,  which  has  been  in  existence 
for  many  years,  was  cleaned  up  and  closed. 

d  he  new  site  at  Wardour  was  formerly  a  disused  quarry 
remote  from  any  houses  or  buildings,  and  is  a  vast  im¬ 
provement  on  the  Tisbury  site, 

The  provisions  of  Section  75  (1  to  3)  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936,  requiring  the  owner  or  occupier  to 
provide  covered  dustbins  for  the  reception  of  household 
refuse,  have  not  yet  been  enforced  by  the  Council,  but  the 
problem  of  enforcing  this  Section  will  have  to  be  con¬ 
sidered  at  some  future  date. 

The  quantity  ol  refuse  collected  increased  in  ryqS,  and 
the  peak  has  not  yet  been  reached.

Salvage.  1  he  system  of  collecting  salvage  at  the  same 
time  as  refuse  continues  to  be  in  force,  and  showed  an 
increase  of  five  tons  as  compared  with  1917. 


I  he  significance  of  salvage  collection  has  not  been 
realized  by  many  individuals.

Verminous  Premises.  Five  houses  were  found  to  be 
infested  with  fleas,  and  were  disinfected 

There  were  no  cases  of  bug  infestation. 

Several  cases  of  fly  infestation  were  reported  during  the 
year.  Masses  of  flies  were  located  in  the  roof  spaces  in 
both  old  and  new  houses,  and  proved  very  difficult  to 
dislodge. 

Treatment  consisted  of  fumigation  with  sulphur  candles, 
followed  by  spraying  with  D.D.T.  in  liquid  and  powder 
form. 

The  exact  cause  of  these  epidemics  could  not  be  ascer¬ 
tained,  but  it  was  noticed  that  the  roofs  affected  had  very 
little  ventilation,  the  air  being  warmed  from  the  heat  of 
chimney  breasts 

Rat  and  Mice  Destruction.  Arrangements  were 
made,  as  in  previous  years,  with  the  Wiltshire  County 
Agricultural  Executive  Committee  for  their  Pests  Des¬ 
truction  Officer  to  deal  with  infestations  in  the  District 
which  normally  would  fall  to  the  Council  for  attention 
under  the  Rats  and  Mice  Destruction  Act. 

The  Council  also  contracted  with  the  above  Committee 
for  the  Refuse  Tips. 

The  sewerage  works  and  sewers  and  various  complaints 
are  dealt  with  direct  by  the  Council. 
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Smoke  Abatement . 

A  number  of  observations  were  made  on  the  few  factory 
premises  in  the  area. 

1  here  were  no  nuisances  requiring  statutory  action. 


Sanitation  of  Special  Premises . 

Schools.  Structural  repairs  and  improvements  to  the 
drainage,  including  the  concreting  of  the  playground  at 
Hindon  School,  were  completed  during  the  year. 

A  new  school  kitchen  was  erected  at  Tisbury,  and 
schemes  are  now  in  progress  to  provide  kitchens  for  school 
meals  at  a  number  of  smaller  schools.  It  is  hoped  to 
complete  these  during  1949. 

Shops.  No  statutory  action  was  necessary,  but  struct¬ 
ural  alterations  were  made  to  two  premises. 

Public  PIouses  and  Hotels.  New  sanitary  arrange¬ 
ments  were  provided  to  two  licensed  hotels,  and  struct¬ 
ural  repairs  carried  out  to  four  others. 

Food  Preparing  Premises.  Bakehouses  were  regu¬ 
larly  inspected,  lime  washing  and  painting  were  carried 
out  on  verbal  requests  being  given. 

One  bakehouse  was  provided  with  a  new  oven,  and  the 
interior  of  the  premises  considerably  improved. 

Cafes  were  subject  to  the  usual  periodical  inspections, 
and  minor  improvements  effected  where  necessary. 

The  general  standard  of  cleanliness  has  been  main¬ 
tained,  and  no  cause  for  complaint  has  been  received. 

Two  new  registrations  to  retail  ice-cream  were  added 
during  1948. 

No  ice-cream  was  manufactured  in  the  district,  but  a 
number  of  retail  premises  are  registered.  The  practice 
of  obtaining  supplies  from  reliable  manufacturers  should 
be  encouraged,  many  of  these  supply  small  refrigerators 
for  storing  the  ice-cream. 

No  cases  of  illness  arising  from  the  consumption  of  this 
food  were  reported. 


Water  Supply. 


Public. 

The  general  description  of  the  water  supplies  of  the 
district  are  the  same  as  in  previous  years.  The  two  new 
boreholes  in  Burton  Field  at  Mere  in  connection  with  the 
comprehensive  scheme  for  the  whole  district  have  been 
completed.  Tests  and  analysis  prove  most  satisfactory. 

There  was  no  occasion  to  report  under  Article  27(3)  in 
1948.  The  Waterworks  Manager  takes  samples  regularly 
under  this  heading,  and  takes  any  action  necessary  to 
maintain  pure  supplies. 

Eight  Chemical  Analyses  of  the  Council’s  Public 
Supplies  were  taken  in  1948,  and  none  of  these  showed 
any  evidence  of  harmful  pollution. 

The  following  data  dealing  with  Bacteriological  samples 
is  submitted  in  accordance  with  Circular  13/47  Ministry 
of  Health. 

1  (a)  The  quality  of  the  water  depends  generally  on  the 
source.  Much  of  the  water  in  the  district  is  derived 
from  the  chalk  and  is  of  excellent  quality.  The 
quality  of  the  water  from  the  numerous  shallow 
wells  varies  considerably

(b)  There  are  ample  quantities  of  water  available, 
except  in  those  districts  where  shallow  well  or  rain¬ 
fall  supplies  may  cease  during  drought 

2.  Results  of  public  supply  bacteriological  analyses  are 
given  in  the  attached  table. 

3.  The  water  supplied  by  the  Council  is  alkaline  and  has 
no  plumbo-solvent  properties. 

4.  Chlorination  is  carried  out  to  all  public  services  except 
Teffont.

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Private.  Three  samples  were  obtained  from  private 
sources.  Two  of  these  samples  showed  a  degree  of  pollu¬ 
tion  with  coliform  organisms  of  a  fsecal  type. 

Case  no.  i,  which  was  the  most  serious,  was  traced  to 
a  defective  drain.  This  defect  was  remedied,  the  well 
cleaned  out  and  the  water  chlorinated.  A  subsequent 
sample  showed  no  evidence  whatsoever  of  harmful 
pollution. 

Cases  2  and  3  1  he  well  and  tanks  were  cleaned  out 

and  the  water  chlorinated. 

Meat  and  Other  Foods . 

Meat.  Centralised  slaughtering  continues  at  Salis¬ 
bury,  and  all  home  killed  carcases  have  been  previously 
inspected  before  entering  the  area.  As  an  additional  pre¬ 
caution,  regular  inspections  are  made  at  butchers’  shops, 
and,  in  one  instance,  a  joint  was  found  to  be  infected  with 
a  localized  tubercular  abscess.  It  was  not  possible  to 
inspect  the  offal,  as  it  had  not  been  received  from  the  cen¬ 
tral  slaughter-house.

The  majority  of  the  tinned  goods,  particularly  the  beef, 
appeared  to  have  been  old  stock. 

All  the  foregoing  were  voluntarily  surrendered  at  the 
time  of  inspection,  and  no  proceedings  were  necessary. 

Milk  and  Dairies . 

Improvements  to  the  structural  conditions  of  the  cow¬ 
sheds  and  dairies  continue,  and  there  has  been  no  deterior¬ 
ation  in  the  standard  of  cleanliness. 
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Visits  were  sometimes  made  at  the  time  of  milking  in 
order  to  observe  the  cleanliness  of  the  milkers.

Housing  Act  1936. 

A  detailed  housing  survey  is  now  in  progress,  but  the 
position  with  regard  to  carrying  out  large  scale  repairs  is 
somewhat  difficult,  for  the  following  reasons  : — 

Shortage  of  labour 

High  cost  of  building  repairs. 

Uneconomic  rents. 

Many  of  the  cottages  in  this  area  are  rented  between 
three  shillings  and  six  shillings  per  week,  and  owners  are 
unwilling  to  carry  out  essential  repairs.  This  is  especially 
so  in  the  case  of  the  small  property  owner.  A  number  of 
estate  owners  are,  however,  endeavouring  to  carry  out 
repairs  whenever  practicable.
